of these facts criticises MHes lor the 
anguage In his report and says the 
general listened to "unsupported state- 
ments of irresponsible natives." 


'In conclusion," says 
Squires, "let 


me suggest that not even your pre- 
judice against the administration or 
the well-founded impression that you 
went to the Philippines to find fault 
with existing conditions. Is sufficient 
lustlflcatlon for the general of a great 
rnny, which haa gone through untold 
tiardshlps and privations, to announce 
to the world upon heresay and un- 
sworn testimony that his brother offi- 
cers, the graduates 01 the fineut of all 
military schools, are unworthy of the 
uniforms they wear."

OVER A MILLION. 


SIXTEEN ACRES OF BUILDINGS 


Together With Boats and Big Docks 


Go Up In Smoke—Elevators 


Threatened. 


Chicago, April 38—The plant of the 


International Salt company, of South 
Chicago, with .three boats in the Cal- 
umet river, burned tonight. 
The loss 


is estimated at $1,250,000; that of the 
salt company being 
$800,000. 
The 


buildings covered nearly sixteen acres. 
In the buildings wet>c stored 400,000 
tons of salt. 
Included In the losses 


are docks extending 1500 feet along 
the Calumet river. 
The tire threat- 


ened to spread to the grain elevators 
along the river and large manufactur- 
ing plants, but after a hard light the 
flames were got under control. 
About 


X26 freight cars were consumed. 


The fire was discovered 
by 
the 


watchman, who turned In an alarm 
but before the first engines arrived 
the first of the big sheds was a roar- 
ing furnace. 
Several additional en- 


gines were called and streams from 
every side were poured on the sheds, 
but the buildings wore constructed of 
inflammable material and fell an easy 
prey to the flames. 


The wind blew the flumes tvgaiust 


three gruin boats and soon the ves- 
sels were on lire from decks to the top 
masts. The fire boat that was pour- 
ing water on the salt sheds was sum- 
monde to save the boats, but before it 
could rench them, they sank, 


Directly north of the salt company's 


pla.nt are the buildings of the United 
States Gypsum Company, covering ten 
acres and valued at tl.009,000. These 
buildings were in danger, but were 
saved after a hard strngfgle.

The Transient Animal, at U*««t, U 


Subject to Many H«rdihfp*r 
The transient dag In the big city has 


a precarlouB existence. 
HEa being In 


a big hotel is: made a secret as though 
his presence were a disgrace. 
He is 


given over to the porter, and even the 
doubtful care which the pet th«n re- 
ceives cos Is Its master about GO cents 
a day. 
The porter usually takes the 


unfortunate animal to the darfc base- 
ment and tied him there. As long as 
th/e master la a guest of the houae the 
ftog Is fed but he Is given no freedom. 
But the lot of 
the transient dog la 


much better than that of the unfoi- 
tunate petmanent resident who baa lost 
his home 
The number qf homeless 


dogs put to death each year in New 
folk is astonishing. 
Last 
year the 
Society foi the Prevention of Cruelty 
to Animals, to which the city shifted 
the lesponslblllty of the regulation ot 
the dog question, destroyed 35,000 uogs 
in. the "Shelter," which is the name 
given to what h> usually known as the 
"dog pound." 
But that numbei 
i* 


srnalt when compared with the destruc- 
tion of cats. 
In 1901 65,000 N*w"York 


cats met a humane death. 
This kill- 


in? of stray dogs and cats is perform- 
ed in the most scientific manner.' It 
is a death which Is practically painless. 
The dogs and cats are- asphyxiated by 
gas 
In the "Shelter" Is a long air- 


tight tank. The unfortunate dog tramps 
and foundlings are put into this tank, 
the doors are shut, and a large volume 
of gas la turned on. The first effect is 
drowsiness. There )s no choking1, as 
many suppose. And after the drowsi- 
ness- with which there is a. peculiar 
dullness in the head, comes sleep, and 
after steep death. The same process is 
followed In killing cats. 


The dog shelter Is also a sort of plac- 


ing--out bureau for homeless canines. 
When one ie starting for a long Jour- 
ney, or for fcom« other reason thinke it 
necessary to give up his dog, the ani- 
mal may be taken to the shatter and
